HOUSE prices are on the way back 
up again as movement in the market 
suggests that finally, after five bleak 
years, the property sector is getting 
back on its feet. 

With the economy showing tenta¬ 
tive steps towards a recovery, news 
that Kent’s housing market has once 
again become more fluid will be seen 
as a huge shot of confidence. 


House prices are rising, mortgage 
providers are lending again and first¬ 
time buyers are getting that impor¬ 
tant step onto the property ladder. 

In our special report, industry ex¬ 
perts from across the county told this 
newspaper all indicators were point¬ 
ing to a positive outlook. 


While cynics could argue it’s all 
been said before, with small, infre¬ 
quent bursts of life within the market 
in recent years, others insist this is 
the turning point. Kent in particular, 
they say, is in a strong position. 

“Things are positive, particu¬ 
larly in the London-influenced ar¬ 


eas which Kent falls into,” said Miles 
Shipside, commercial director and 
housing market analyst at Right 
Move. “It’s been a long and difficult 
road since the credit crunch first hit, 
but demand is picking up and the 
economy is picking up. 

“It will particularly be felt in ar¬ 
eas within commuting distance to 
London. The high speed train really 
helps too. 

“People are priced out of London’s

Estate agents say confidence is improving as 
new mortgage schemes help first-time buyers

expensive market, so they look to places 
like Kent. This has a ripple effect. ” 

Estate agents we spoke to said it was 
becoming a “sellers’ market” meaning 
prices are going up. 

Mr Shipside added: “There are people 
wanting to sell and feeling more confi¬ 
dent but they’ll have to pay more for the 
property they’re buying. 

“It’s going well for homeowners, but 
perhaps not so good for those trying to 
get onto the housing ladder.” 

For first-time buyers, however, help is 
at hand in some parts of the county 
through the Kent local authority mort¬ 
gage scheme (Kent LAMS). 

Launched in Tunbridge Wells last 
year and Gravesham in February, and 
starting this month in Shepway, the 
scheme sees Kent County Council team 
up with district councils and Lloyds TSB 
to help people access funds. 

It provides 9 5 per cent loan-to-value 
mortgages for first-time buyers, backed 
by a local authority indemnity, with re¬ 
payment rates of just 75 per cent. 

Mark Dance, KCC cabinet member for 


economic development, said: “The first 
step on the property ladder is the hard¬ 
est, so it is heartening to know we’ve 
helped to hand more than 40 first-time 
buyers the keys to their very first home 
- a moment they will never forget. 

“With the scheme now available in 
Shepway and our plans to roll-out to 
other districts in Kent, we’re looking 
forward to helping many more first¬ 
time buyers with similar financial cir¬ 
cumstances in the near future.” 

The scheme is supported by the coun¬ 
cils; districts put forward around £1 
million, match-funded by KCC. It is ex¬ 
pected to compliment the government’s 
Help to Buy scheme and breathe life 
into the ailing housing market. 

And it seems it already is. 

Manager at Ward and Partners in 
Broadstairs, Ross Anderson, said the 
market was currently strong. 

“There are plenty of buyers at the mo¬ 
ment. Houses are selling pretty much at 
the asking price or close to it,” he said. 
“It’s turning into a sellers’ market.” 

He told us house buying schemes, 
such as Kent LAMS, was helping “pock¬ 
ets” of first-time buyers. 


He added: “The recession has been 
around for about five years. People 
haven’t been able to get 100 or 110 per 
cent mortgages and they’ve had to save 
for deposits. Mortgage rates are at an all 
time low which is helping. It all has a 
big, positive knock-on effect.” 

Sarah Bellamy, senior sales negotia¬ 
tor at McAuley Miller estate agents in 
Tunbridge Wells, said she hoped it 
would be the turning point. 

“We’ve had lots of sales and prices 
have gone up a little,” she said. “Lend¬ 
ers have relaxed and people are more 
confident. The first-time buyers’ market 
has also gone up, which will help. 

“I think people are getting the prices 
they are asking for. If it’s priced well and 
it’s a good property, people will buy.” 

Others, however, are more cautious. 

Some fear an increase in buy-to-let 
mortgages could lead to an unsustaina¬ 
ble housing boom. 

Ryan Cooper, from Haart estate 
agents in Rochester, told us while the 
current forecast is good, it’s not as posi¬ 
tive as some people make out. 

“There’s been a lack of properties so 
you have two or three people fighting 


over them and that’s why it’s been 
busy,” he said. “I don’t think this is a 
long-term fix or a natural boom. 

“It’s natural for people to feel optimis¬ 
tic but I don’t think we’re there yet. 

“Young people are in debt and we 
haven’t seen much evidence of people 
using the first-time buyer scheme.” 

But another hint towards a booming 
market is the house-building industry. 

Andrew Shankster, managing direc¬ 
tor for Persimmon Homes South East, 
based in Maidstone, said an increased 
demand for new homes and improved 
mortgage availability was positive. 

“Nationally we have seen a 15 per 
cent increase in visitors to our develop¬ 
ments, with weekly private sales reser¬ 
vations 12 per cent ahead of 2012, ris¬ 
ing to 30 per cent stronger following 
the introduction of the Government’s 
Help to Buy measures,” he said.

ELLie Goulding races 
to number one spot 


ELLIE Goulding beat off the 
challenge of Lady Gaga to secure 
her first ever number one single 
last week - just five years after she 
left the University of Kent to follow 
the road to stardom. 

The singer-songwriter, 26, 
shifted some 117,000 copies of 
her song Burn to claim the top 
spot - beating off a challenge 
from the American diva in the 
process. 

It comes three years after she 
reached number two with a cover 
version of Elton John’s classic Your 
Song. In that same year she also 
scored her first number one album 
with Lights. 

Her success follows a two-year 


stint studying a course in drama 
and theatre studies in 2006 
in Canterbury. It was there she 
was spotted by a record label 
scout during a talent show staged 
by the university. 

By 2009 she had signed to 
Polydor and by the end of the year 
had been named as the BBC’s 
Sound of 2010 poll winner, which 
surveyed industry experts for the 
rising star. Other winners have 
included the likes of Adele and 
Jessie J. 

Miss Goulding has not forgotten 
her time in Canterbury either - in 
2011 she headlined the Saturday 
night of the Lounge on the Farm 
festival at Merton Farm. 



CRIME 

Crackdown on violence 

POLICE will step up patrols this weekend in a 
bid to crack down on violent crime.

MOTORISTS are being warned of closures of the 
M20 over coming weeks as part of surface 
improvement works. 

Work will begin on Tuesday and involve 
overnight closures of the London-bound 
carriageway between junctions 10 and nine near 
Ashford. Weather permitting, it should be 
complete by September 9.

THE long hot summer has 
proved a life-saver for the 
county’s butterfly population, 
with many species not seen for 
years once again fluttering 
over our landscapes. 

Recent dull wet weather 
across the UK had played hav¬ 
oc with butterfly populations, 
with one expert saying 52 of 
the nation’s 56 species had 
seen sharp drops in numbers. 

But the long dry spell has al¬ 
lowed them to regroup and 
many have flown on the warm 
breeze from the Continent to 
once again be seen in Kent’s 
gardens, fields and 
parks. 

Professional ento¬ 
mologist and curator at Tun¬ 
bridge Wells Museum, Ian Bea- 
vis, said the revival was one of 
the highlights of the year. 

He told KoS: “It is excellent 
news and is pretty much all 
down to the weather. 

“They breed more and are 
able to feed more during peri¬ 
ods of good weather, and na¬ 
ture is the one to benefit. 

“We have had some poor 
summers and that is bad news 
for the butterfly.” 

The long-tailed blue has 
been spotted in the county for 
what is believed to be the first 
time since the late 1950s, 
along with the likes of more fre¬ 
quent visitors, the clouded yel¬ 
lows and the painted lady. 


WHY THEY ARE IMPORTANT 


■ Butterflies and moths are indicators of a healthy 
environment and healthy ecosystems. 

■ Areas rich in them are rich in other invertebrates. These 
collectively provide a wide range of environmental benefits, 
including pollination and natural pest control. 

■ They are an important element of the food chain and 
are prey for birds, bats and other insectivorous animals. 

■ They support a range of other predators and parasites, 
many of which are specific to individual species or groups 
of species. 


BEAUTY: The painted lady 
is one of the migrant butterfly 
species to be found in Kent 

terfly Conservation, a charity 
dedicated to protecting but¬ 
terflies and their habitats, 
added: “Kent supports 

around 40 of the 59 species of 
butterfly which regularly oc¬ 
cur in the UK. But seven out of 
10 UK butterflies are in decline. 

“Kent is nationally impor¬ 
tant for a number of rare spe¬ 
cies including adonis blue, sil¬ 
ver-spotted skipper, heath 
fritillary and Duke of Burgun¬ 
dy. Sadly, the pearl-bordered 
fritillary died out less than 10 
years ago. 

“Adonis blue and the silver- 
spotted skipper have increased 
in recent years partly due to 
conservation efforts like graz¬ 
ing restoration and scrub clear¬ 
ance on grassland sites, follow¬ 
ing a large historical decline 
due to habitat loss and agricul¬ 
tural intensification. ” 



Mr Beavis added: 
“So far as I know 
that’s correct about the 
long-tailed blue. It’s a rare mi¬ 
grant from across the Channel. 
Clouded yellow and painted 
lady are also migrants, though 
much more regular. The fine 
summer has encouraged more 
migrants to come across the 
water, as well as being good for 
resident species.”

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WHERE IS THE PROBLEM IN KENT? 



The view of Kent is often a romantic one, with 
it's heritage, stunning countryside and blue flag 
beaches. 

But Tim Nichols, spokesman for Child 
Poverty Action Group, said even in counties like 
this there are still some places with above 
average rates of poverty. 

"When you get down to ward level, you can 
find pockets of very high rates," he said. 

Most deprivation can be found around our 
coastal towns. 

Take Margate, for example. 

Once a thriving seaside resort, for years now 
Margate has been caught in a poverty loop that 
can be traced back to the 1970s and the start 
of low-cost foreign package holidays, taking 
tourism away from British seaside resorts and 
subsequently hitting what was a large source 
of income for many. 


Local spending dropped, the economy 
faltered and house prices also started to 
reduce dramatically. London boroughs started 
to buy up cheap housing and dump problem 
families and children in care, something which 
authorities in Kent have so far failed to stop. 

Grim findings were revealed in a report by 
the Centre for Social Justice, Turning the Tide, 
which compared Margate to some of the UK's 
most deprived inner city areas. 

Yet it has offered a ray of light. 

As well as bringing the problem to the 
Government's attention, it prompted calls for 
efforts to be "ramped up". 

This combined with regeneration projects in 
coastal towns, including Margate, Folkestone 
and Dover, and a committment from local 
communities, means a brighter future could be 
on the horizon.

DEPRIVATION 

Special report: 
Poverty problem 
lurking behind 
affluent image

ASK many from outside the county to describe 
Kent and they will speak of affluence, hops, oast 
houses and a slice of stereotypical peace and 
tranquility deep within middle England. 

Yet behind the leafy fagade of many of our 
towns lurks a deep-rooted problem which con¬ 
tinues to plague our county’s authorities. 

Because the Garden of England is also home to 
some of the most deprived wards in the country. 
And with such perceived prosperity, often it’s the 
growing deprivation which goes unnoticed. 

Kent is, after all, the home of Charles Dickens 
and Darwin, with castles, luscious countryside 
and trendy seaside towns attracting city dwellers 
to spend their hard-earned cash and, in some 
cases, buy a coastal getaway. 

Broadstairs, for example, was recently voted 
one of the best places to live in the country. 

Just down the road, however, you find Clifton- 
ville West and Margate Central, wards listed 
among the most deprived - not just in Kent, but 
in the whole of England. Families struggling to 
afford food or pay their bills, children going with¬ 
out the basics we all take for granted. 

Such poverty can be easily forgotten unless 
you are a part of it in some way or one of the 
many authorities - from Kent County Council 
and district councils to the NHS - who are doing 
what they can to, if not remedy the problem, at 
least help deprived families achieve a better 
standard of living. 

This year, worrying reports were released re¬ 
vealing the high number of poverty-stricken 
children in Kent - 56,000, amounting to 18 per 
cent of our young population. 

Just this month, Margate was described as a 
virtual ghetto-by-the-sea in a report by the Cen¬ 
tre for Social Justice, with Thanet District Coun¬ 
cil Labour leader Clive Hart admitting: “There 
isn’t a day that goes by where you don’t see a 
family pushing their possessions around in a 
shopping trolley, moving to their new home.” 

Coastal areas, with the exception of towns 
such as Whitstable and Broadstairs, are re¬ 
nowned for deprivation. 

But sadly, in what seems to be an unbreakable 
cycle, this hardship continues to attract poverty, 
whether it’s children in care being dumped here 
by London boroughs or immigrants and ex-of¬ 
fenders moved to cheap housing in these areas. 

Other districts and boroughs - Swale and 
Medway for example - also see high levels of dep¬ 
rivation in some wards and even in the seem¬ 
ingly prosperous west Kent, pockets of poverty 
can be found, often masked by the affluent 
fagade of the picturesque towns and villages. 

Worryingly, the spokesman for Child Poverty 
Action Group, Tim Nichols, warned of hardship 
increasing further. 

“More families are in danger of slipping into 
poverty, with those already below the poverty 


line being pushed in deeper,” he said. “Families 
are facing a triple squeeze with prices for essen¬ 
tial goods rising above general inflation, wages 
stagnating below inflation, and steep cuts to so¬ 
cial security, tax credits and children’s benefits.” 

He added: “Being in isolated pockets of poverty 
in otherwise affluent areas can be particularly 
tough, as support services are not always as well 
targeted, or as easily accessible as in areas of 
concentrated urban poverty like inner London.” 

Problems associated with deprivation include 
unemployment, mental wellbeing, sexual 
health, alcohol and drugs, crime and anti-social 
behaviour. But poverty is not always linked to 
the unemployed. 

Half of the 56,000 deprived children have one 
parent working. In many of these cases, families 
are too proud to ask for help from authorities and 
continue to struggle through. 

KCC chiefs have launched a child poverty 
strategy which brings together existing work 
aimed at tackling the problem, such as teaching 
basic parenting skills, getting adults ready to en¬ 
ter the workplace and offering advice and sup¬ 
port to help people improve their lives. 

The council is also working, through the Kent 
Troubled Families Programme, to target hard- 
to-reach families in deprived communities. 

A KCC spokeswoman told us: “The main focus 
is to tackle issues of worklessness, crime and 
anti-social behaviour, and school absenteeism. 

“The programme works in partnership with a 
range of statutory and voluntary agencies in¬ 
cluding health and public health services and lo¬ 
cal district councils to turn around the lives of 
families across Kent. 

“The impact of deprivation including long¬ 
term debt and poverty, poor housing, poor 
health and health inequalities is frequently evi¬ 
dent within these circumstances.” 

The NHS, in the form of clinical commission¬ 
ing groups (CCGs) which replaced primary care 
trusts in April, has made tackling health ine¬ 
quality a top priority. 

Dr Tony Martin is the chair of Thanet CCG. 

“Despite the romantic seaside image, over the 
years Thanet has experienced many economic

challenges, and this is reflected in the wellbeing 
of local people,” he wrote in the CCG’s patient 
prospectus. “On average, health and life expect¬ 
ancy is worse than the England average, and lo¬ 
cally there are big differences. 

“People in some parts of Thanet live for 12.1 
years less on average than those in other parts. 

“Deprivation is higher than average and more 
than a quarter of the 29,000 children in Thanet 
live in poverty, higher than the rest of Kent.” 

He stressed mental wellbeing, sexual health, 
drugs, alcohol and obesity all required attention. 

In Swale, the CCG is running a Beats and 
Breathes scheme in partnership with Swale Bor¬ 
ough Council, aiming to reduce early deaths 
from lung and heart diseases. 

A spokesman told KoS: “Swale is the third 
most deprived district in Kent and has an aver¬ 
age life expectancy of 79, the lowest of the eight 
CCG areas. It has increasing numbers of elderly 
people and an above average number of under- 
fives. Smoking and obesity are higher than aver¬ 
age, and the rate of diabetes is joint highest in 
Kent with Thanet. 

“The health commissioners have supported 
several road shows offering residents the chance 
of a free five-point health MoT. Team members 
suggest how making simple lifestyle changes, 
like giving up smoking or losing weight, can let 
them live longer, healthier lives.” 

GP and chair of Swale CCG, Dr Fiona Arm¬ 
strong, based at Grovehurst Surgery in Kemsley, 
has worked in Swale for 26 years. 

“We are all passionate about improving the 


health and wellbeing of patients. Reducing 
health inequality is our priority,” she said. 

But while the NHS and local authorities strive 
to turn things around, they are, at the same 
time, facing a constant battle to save money. 

Over the next four years KCC must save £240 
million. The huge figure comes in addition to the 
£340m it has already had to save. 

While it vows to maintain frontline services, 
some contentious cutbacks have already been 
seen, including the closure of 23 of 9 7 children’s 
centres, aimed at saving £1.5m. 

KCC cabinet member for specialist children’s 
services, Jenny Whittle, said: “We can’t achieve 
that saving without making some difficult deci¬ 
sions. It would be lovely to have a children’s cen¬ 
tre in every village in Kent, but it’s not possible.” 

She stressed the majority of families using the 
centres earmarked for closure also use another 
centre and that accessibility would remain “vir¬ 
tually the same” for 99 per cent of families. 

But critics fear hard-to-reach families will slip 
off the radar and that government cuts will only 
make the problem worse. 

Child Poverty Action Group’s Mr Nichols said: 
“In May, KCC published a child poverty strategy 
and it is good to see them putting together action 
plans. But they are stuck between a rock and a 
hard place as central government has made 
steep cuts to funding at the same time as cutting 
safety net support for the poorest families. 

“We always put our children first in our fami¬ 
lies, but the government in Westminster is fail¬ 
ing to put the nation’s children first.” 


FOODBANKS 


A big surge in the number of families using 
foodbanks - where food is donated to 
deprived families - in the county has been 
seen over the summer holidays as parents 
reliant on free schools meals struggle to feed 
their children. 

The Trussed Trust, which has foodbanks in 
Medway and Gravesham, told us some parents 


are skipping meals to feed their children. 

"The summer holidays can be particularly 
tough for low-income families as the need for 
additional food stretches finances to breaking 
point," said a spokeswoman. 

"Across the UK, Trussell Trust foodbanks 
are creating summer holiday emergency food 
schemes to help stop families going hungry."

Centre for sex abuse victims set to 
be unveiled in ‘a matter of weeks’

THE county’s long-sought after 24- 
hour sexual assault referral centre 
could open in a matter of weeks - 
putting an end to sub-standard fa¬ 
cilities for victims of sex abuse. 

Organisations have for years 
been pushing for improved services 
in the form of a round-the-clock 
unit providing specialist support. 

And it seems their work has not 
been in vain, with the clinic, known 
as SARC (sexual assault referal cen¬ 
tre), set to open imminently. 

So far, authorities are remaining 
tight-lipped over where it will be 
based, but Kent’s Police and Crime 
Commissioner, Ann Barnes, con¬ 
firmed it would be central. 

Whispers are it could be in Maid¬ 
stone and run independently, in¬ 
stead of from a hospital. 

Previously, the only facility was 
at the Renton Clinic in Darent Val¬ 
ley Hospital, Dartford, but its facili¬ 
ties were described as “poor”. 

It was also only open from 9 am 
to 4pm, meaning victims often had 
to wait before they could access 
crucial specialist support. 

The facility closed recently, with 
interim measures in place, includ¬ 
ing victims of rape being dealt with 
at police safe houses, while details

are ironed out for the new SARC. 

Mrs Barnes has always described 
it as “unacceptable” that a county 
the size of Kent does not have a 
first-class, round-the-clock clinic. 

SARCs are a one-stop service, 
providing medical and forensic 
services for victims of sexual as¬ 
sault - including those who do no 
want to speak to the police - and of¬ 
fering help in the immediate after- 
math of the attack. 

Mrs Barnes said over the last few 
months partner agencies had been 
working together to look at future 
provisions. 

“Whilst it came as a shock that 
the Darent Valley Hospital facility 
was to close it did galvanise partner 
agencies in conjunction with the 
NHS,” she said. “We will be launch¬ 
ing a countywide facility in the 
early autumn that will be based in a 
central location in the county. 

“I made a promise Kent will have 
a sexual assault referral centre that 
meets all national standards and I 
always keep my promises.” 

Kent-based rape crisis charity 
Family Matters, which provides 
counselling for victims of sexual as¬ 
sault, said it supports the drive to 
create a full, 24/7 SARC in the 
county which meets at least the 
minimum standards.

Range of wildlife gives estuary the

IT’S an unlikely contender for a thriving wildlife 
haven but the Thames Estuary is emerging as a 
natural wonder, brimming with a variety of spe¬ 
cies perhaps not expected in a metropolitan wa¬ 
terway. 

Just this week, conservationists revealed the 
findings of a groundbreaking survey which un¬ 
covered a staggering 708 seals living around the 
estuary, along the south east Kent coastline and 
in creeks and rivers. 

The extraordinary discovery by conservation¬ 
ists and volunteers at the Zoological Society of 
London (ZSL) was made following a widespread 
count from land, sea and air. 

It was the first of its kind and will help experts 
monitor the health of the seal population, which 
is made up of two species in Kent; harbour and 
grey seals. 

Marine conservationist Stephen Mowat, ZSL’s 
Thames projects manager, said the large number 
spotted during the survey was good news. 

“This is our baseline for monitoring the health 
of the population and will allow us to see any fu¬ 
ture declines,” he said. 

“This is the first time we’ve used the three 
types of methods; land, sea and air. 

“A smaller survey has been carried out by the 
Kent Mammal Group, but this one really does 
provide comprehensive information. 

“It seems that the population in Kent is fairly 


stable. You have the east coast, so colonies on 
the Goodwin Sands off Deal and Margate seals, 
and then you’ve got Medway and around that 
area. We covered the whole coast from the south 
east up north to Felixstowe.” 

The discovery of this huge number of seals 
adds to the diverse ecology of our county. 

But experts say they will be carrying out fur¬ 
ther counts to ensure there is no drop in num¬ 
bers. In Scotland, there has been a drastic de¬ 
cline in the number of harbour seals although 
the reasons are unclear. 

Experts say it is important the animals have 
somewhere to haul-out, where they can digest 
their food, mate and give birth. 

They must also have sufficient food in the 
form of a variety of fish species. 

Mr Mowat added: “There are a large number 
of developments in the Thames Estuary and we

have to make sure they are managed carefully so 
as not to impact the seals.” 

ZSL’s conservation scientist Joanna Barker 
said seal populations, like in Scotland, may also 
be vulnerable. 

“This broad approach will produce the first 
complete count of harbour seals in the Thames 
and south east coast, so that we can accurately 
monitor the species to better understand and 
protect them,” she said. 

ZSL has also set up an interactive map show¬ 
ing where the seals were spotted and also allow¬ 
ing people to report their own sightings. 

The recent survey coincided with the annual 
seal moult, when harbour seals shuffle onto 
sandbanks to shed their coat and grow a new 
layer in time for colder winter months, which 
made them easier to spot.

Jail for vicious attack with 
24cm Nepalese kukri knife 


A THUG who attacked two 
teenagers, after a row outside 
a kebab house, with a 24cm 
blade, leaving both needing ex¬ 
tensive medical treatment, has 
been jailed for seven years. 

Hitendru Limbu, 21, of 
Quantock Drive, Ashford, 
attacked the two teenagers 
who had been enjoying a night 
out in the town in the early 
hours of April 16. 

Friends Charlie Knight and 
Ashley Curtis, both 19 and 
from Ashford, first came 
across Limbu outside a kebab 
shop in the High Street in the 
early hours. 

Words were said between 
Limbu and the two teenagers 
before a scuffle ensued and 
they separated. Thinking the 
argument had been settled, 
the two teenagers began to 
make their way home. 

But a few minutes later, 
Limbu approached them and

began attacking the pair with a 
Nepalese kukri knife with a 
24cm length blade. 

Mr Knight suffered cuts to 
his nose, chest and his arm and 
Mr Curtis suffered a wound to 
his hand. 

Officers attended the scene 
and quickly located Limbu 
trying to hide his knife under a 
parked car. He was arrested 


and charged with two offences 
of grievous bodily harm and 
possessing an offensive 
weapon. 

Appearing at Canterbury 
Crown Court, he pleaded guilty 
and was sentenced to seven 
years in prison. 

Detective Inspector Louise 
Ludwig said: "This was a 
vicious attack with a knife on 
two unarmed teenagers 
enjoying a night out in Ashford. 

"Both victims suffered 
serious injuries when they 
were attacked by Limbu and as 
a result needed extensive 
hospital treatment. 

"Limbu knew he had done 
wrong - trying to hide the 
weapon when officers 
attended the scene. It should 
be noted that he pleaded 
guilty, but this sentence shows 
violent crime has no place in 
our county and will not be 
tolerated." 


WHAT ELSE CAN BE FOUND? SPOT A SEAL 


Research by the Zoological 
Society of London (ZSL) has 
uncovered a rich variety of 
wildlife in the Thames 
Estuary, which stretches 
from Whitstable and along 
the north Kent coast 
towards London, showing 
dolphins, porpoises and 
seals as regular visitors. 

It is also a spawning and 
nursery ground for 


commercially important fish 
such as the Dover sole and 
seabass. In addition, the 
estuary’s mudflats provide 
feeding grounds for 
internationally important 
migrant bird populations. 

ZSL said it has a number 
of projects in the estuary 
that studies and helps to 
conserve the area’s diverse 
ecology. 


If you're lucky, you could spy 
a seal popping its head up 
pretty much anywhere 
around the Kent coastline, 
but armed with a pair of 
binoculars, you should be 
able to spy colonies off 
Pegwell and Sandwich Bay in 
Thanet, and from Oare 
marshes, near Faversham, as 
well as in and around the 
Medway Estuary.

Ofsted report raises concern over children in care 

But acknowledges efforts are being made to improve service to the young, writes Marijke Cox 


GCSE STUDENTS BREAK NATIONAL TREND WITH IMPROVED EXAM RESULTS 


Students were celebrating 
another year of excellent GCSE 
grades on Thursday, despite fears 
of "significant turbulence" in 
results due to grading reforms. 

Early indications suggest GCSE 
results in Kent are the best ever, 
improving every year for the past 
13 years. 

According to local education 
authority Kent County Council, at 
least 66 per cent of the county's 
students achieved the key 
benchmark of five A*-C grades, 
including English and maths-up 
four per cent on 2012. A* and A 
grades were also maintained, 



despite a decline nationally. 

But perhaps what stood out the 
most was the number of schools in 
Kent reporting significant improve¬ 


ments, bucking the national trend. 

St Anselm's in Canterbury 
(pictured) saw a 19 per cent rise to 
56 per cent in the number of 


children reaching the benchmark 
compared to last year. 

King Ethelbert's in Thanet was 
also celebrating with a staggering 
24 per cent hike up to 54 per cent. 
Hillview School for Girls in 
Tonbridge achieved 69 per cent, 
up 20 per cent on last year's 
results, and in Gravesham, St 
John's Catholic School results 
were up to 66 per cent from last 
year's 44 per cent. 

KCC said there had also been a 
significant reduction in the number 
of schools below the national floor 
standard of five A*-C grades 
including English and maths. 


MEDWAY Council’s service for children in care 
has been deemed “inadequate” by Ofsted. 

It comes seven months after inspectors found 
the authority’s child protection service at the 
same low level, prompting a shake-up in the de¬ 
partment and two former portfolio holders for 
children’s services to be replaced. 

This latest report examined 29 case files for 
children and young people with a range of needs. 
There are 400 looked-after children in Medway. 

While inspectors deemed no looked-after chil¬ 
dren were at “immediate harm”, they highlight¬ 
ed that for those entering and leaving care, not 
all cases had up-to-date risk factor assessments. 

They stated that overall outcomes for children 
in care are poor in relation to emotional health 
and wellbeing, and educational achievement, 
with GCSE results vastly worse and a higher pro¬ 
portion of care leavers unemployed. 

Inspectors highlighted delays in the comple¬ 
tion of health inspections and nurses not being 
informed about looked-after children. A nurse 
shortage was also revealed. 

It also stated that while the number of looked- 
after children is decreasing, numbers remain 
higher than similar sized local council areas and 
risk is not clearly or consistently identified or as¬ 
sessed by social workers. 

Medway’s outcome for looked-after children 
and young people was graded inadequate; qual¬ 
ity of provision inadequate and leadership and 
management inadequate. 


The report graded capacity to improve, how¬ 
ever, as adequate. Inspectors pointed out that 
Medway Council’s staff and managers are work¬ 
ing hard to make necessary improvements and 
the action to strengthen services is continuing. 

They also acknowledged that the effects of 
changes being brought in by the director of chil¬ 
dren’s services, Barbara Peacock, who started at 
the council last September, have not had enough 
time to impact the service. 


Lead portfolio holder for children’s services, 
Mike O’Brien, said the council is making “signifi¬ 
cant progress”. 

He said: “The council brought in a completely 
new top team when it realised that much work 
needed to be done to improve this area and we 
are pleased that Ofsted have recognised this.” 

Kent County Council was on Friday celebrat¬ 
ing a “good” judgement from Ofsted for its com¬ 
mitment to improve children’s services and an 


“adequate” rating for the rest of the inspection. 

In 2010, KCC came under fire after Ofsted 
found its child protection “inadequate” and in 
the worst cases, children had been left at signifi¬ 
cant risk of harm. Some 2,700 vulnerable chil¬ 
dren were found to be without a social worker. 

The latest report said KCC had made “substan¬ 
tial strides forward” although highlighted 
its need to improve consistency in children’s 
assessments.

Controversial artist Tracey

Station to shut for £19m refurbishment

GRAVESEND railway station is to close for more 
than two weeks later this year as it undergoes a 
£19 million upgrade. 

The work is the final stage of a major pro¬ 
gramme to accommodate longer 12-car trains 
across the Southeastern network, providing up 
to 3,500 extra seats for passengers at peak times. 

But it will mean the busy station closes for 15 
days over the Christmas and New Year period. 

The closure - between December 22 and Jan¬ 
uary 6 - is needed to enable the complicated 
track layout changes and main station construc¬ 
tion work to take place. 

Rail infrastructure firm Network Rail and 
train operator Southeastern have vowed to min¬ 
imise the impact of the improvement work and 
say a replacement bus service will be in place for 
connections to high speed services at nearby 
Ebbsfleet. 

Passengers will also be diverted on to Cannon 
Street and Victoria-bound services for the dura¬ 
tion of the works. 

Full details of the route changes will be pub¬ 
lished later this year. 

Fiona Taylor, Network Rail’s route managing 
director for Kent, said: “While passenger num¬ 
bers on the railway increase year-on-year, we 
continue to invest to provide the facilities and 
capacity to meet this demand. Gravesend station 
will be vastly improved and the reconstructed 


platforms will mean longer trains can be accom¬ 
modated, providing more seats for passengers. 

“It is a complicated project which requires the 
station to be closed for 15 days to carry out the 
work to the track and station. We recognise this 
will cause some disruption to passengers and we 
have timed the work to take place over what is 
traditionally a less busy time on the railway. 

“We are working closely with Southeastern to 
minimise the impact as much as possible and I 
am confident the long-term benefits to passen¬ 
gers will outweigh the short-term disruption. ” 

Passengers will benefit from what is described 
as “a brighter and more pleasant station with 
improved facilities”. The station will be fully ac¬ 
cessible and a new footbridge, with lifts, will pro¬ 
vide step-free access to all platforms.

VICTORIA TO CLOSE 


Rail travellers are being warned to be aware 
of closures to Victoria station in London this 
weekend. 

The mainline terminal will be closed to 
Southeastern services due to engineering 
work between Victoria and Brixton on 
Sunday, August 25, and Bank Holiday 
Monday, August 26. 

As a result of this work, there are no 
Southeastern train services calling at 
Victoria or Brixton stations, with all Metro 
train services diverted to operate from 
London Blackfriars, calling additionally at 
Elephant & Castle; and all mainline services 
diverted to operate from Cannon Street 
calling additionally at London Bridge. 

Passengers for Victoria can travel 
between Blackfriars, London Bridge or 
Cannon Street by London Underground 
services. 

Passengers for Brixton can travel 
between Victoria and Brixton, and also by 
London Underground services. 

Valid train tickets will be accepted for 
travel, in either direction, and by any 
reasonable route between Blackfriars, 
Brixton, Cannon Street, Elephant & Castle, 
London Bridge and Victoria underground 
stations.

Regulars get chance to pull together in bid to 
save their local from supermarket development 



WHAT IS COMMUNITY RIGHT TO BID?

A PUB faced with closure and demoli¬ 
tion to make way for a supermarket, 
has been saved - for the time being - af¬ 
ter the community came to its support. 

The Medway Queen in Chatham 
was built in 1967, but faced closure 
earlier this summer - the latest victim 
of the economic gloom. 

Closure would have almost certain¬ 
ly have seen it knocked down and re¬ 
placed with houses and shops - with 
the pub’s owners confirming super¬ 
market giant Morrisons was interest¬ 
ed in the site. 

But now the pub has been granted 
community asset status by Medway 
Council - a new law which affords the 
building special protection - thanks 
largely to a backlash from residents 
and councillors. 

It is the first successful Community 
Right to Bid project in Medway. The 
new law allows the community to 
take ownership of assets they deem to 
be important. 

They can then do battle with any 
rivals on an equal footing to take per¬ 
manent ownership. 


The council said residents have 
been in favour of the Medway Queen 
being granted community asset status 
because they don’t want it to be 
turned into a convenience store. 

If that happened, it could also have 
a knock-on effect on shops in nearby 
Luton High Street and The Links. 

A spokesman for Medway Council 
said: “The pub’s nomination clearly 
demonstrated the current use of land 
does further the social wellbeing and 
interests of the community and that 
such use will continue in the future. 

“The application and supporting 


evidence, which included 36 letters 
from the community, demonstrated 
the Medway Queen hosts live music, 
sponsors a football team, regularly 
hosts private functions including 
weddings and birthday parties, has a 
beer garden that is regularly used, 
screens live sports, has pool and darts 
facilities. 

“Several disabled patrons regularly 
attend the pub to socialise and remain 
integrated in the community. It also 
regularly raises funds for charities and 
local issues.” 

Morrisons, which says it has not 


submitted a planning application to 
Medway Council, said: “When we 
look for sites we’re always looking to 
invest in and regenerate the area. 

“Our stores bring jobs and provide 
the community with a convenient 
way of picking up fresh food. We are 
aware the Medway Queen pub has 
been registered as an asset of commu¬ 
nity value and are reviewing our op¬ 
tions to bringing a Morrisons M Local 
to Chatham.” 

Vince Maple, leader of the Medway 
Labour group, said: “This announce¬ 
ment is great news. Although this

If local groups are interested in 
buying the asset they have six 
months to prepare a bid before the 
asset can be sold.

Relative of deadly black widow in our homes 


Joe Bill Looks at the spider capable of delivering a painful Little bite... 


UTTER the name black widow spi¬ 
der to most, and a shiver will trickle 
down their spine as they recoil at 
the thought of a little arachnid with 
a bite powerful enough to kill. 

But while the infamous creature 
is not found in the UK - preferring 
the likes of Mexico, Australia and 
the Middle East - did you know its 
poisonous cousin lives here in Kent? 

Known as the false widow spider, 
it can give a painful nip and is cur¬ 
rently the most venomous spider in 
Britain. The good news, however, is 
that it is not deadly. 

Called false widows because of 
the close likeness to their killer 
cousins, they are six to 10mm in 
size with purplish-brown abdo¬ 
mens and long, dark legs. 

One recent discovery was made 
at an office in Canterbury, where 
care worker Ben Taylor found the 
spider behind a bookcase. He was 
so surprised to see such an unusual 
spider he sought expert advice. 

He explained to KOS: “It was 
quite a shock to see. They look pret¬ 
ty dangerous so I covered it with a 
jar and sent a picture to the Natural 
History Museum who identified it. 

“After they told me it was a false 
widow I carefully let it go outside.” 

The Natural History Museum of¬ 
ten receives calls from the public 
concerned that they have found a 
black widow when in fact they 
have found its British relatives. 

A spokesman said: “The false 
widow has colonised England, 
Wales and Ireland and is wide¬ 
spread in northern Europe. They 
are usually found in houses, but oc¬ 
casionally in sheltered spots out¬ 
side. They prefer hidden areas near 
the ground, under furniture, where 
they hunt for crawling insects.” 

The most violent reaction to a 
false widow bite recorded saw the 
victim have chest pains and swell¬ 
ing of fingers but most just see red¬ 
ness and swelling around the bite. 

The NHM spokesman said: “Adult 
females are capable of biting hu¬ 
mans but the smaller males are not

known to cause bites. Reports from 
those bitten describe pain and a de¬ 
gree of swelling in the affected part. 
Symptoms may last for a couple of 
days but the effect is unlikely to be 
more serious; however, if symp¬ 
toms persist seek medical attention. 

“False widow spiders are not ag¬ 
gressive. They bite when acciden¬ 
tally trapped between skin and 
clothes - be careful when putting 
on boots that have been left un¬ 
used, as spiders may hide in those.” 

It is believed the species found its

way to England from the Canary 
Islands about 100 years ago and 
has long been established in Devon 
before spreading along the coast. 

The Natural History Museum 
also believes climate change and 
milder winters could see the species 
spread further inland. 

For Robin Rigby, studying the 
tiny creatures and recording their 
habits on his website Spiders in a 
Kent Garden has become a hobby. 

Mr Rigby, from Gillingham, in¬ 
sists they are fascinating creatures. 



■ In 2011 a deadly black widow 
spider was found at Chatham 
dockyard.

He said: “The thing I tell the chil¬ 
dren is, if you walk down the street 
do you bite the pavement? 

“Spiders are not going to bite un¬ 
less they think they have a chance 
of killing and eating the object.” 

According to the NHM, more 
than 90 per cent of bites are caused 
by just 12 of around 700 UK spider 
species. The museum records spider 
bites and estimates less than 100 
cases take place each year.

Government to decide 
on mental health beds 

PLANS to shut acute mental health beds at 
Medway Maritime Hospital's ageing A-block are 
to be referred to health secretary Jeremy Hunt. 

It follows concerns by Medway Council chiefs 
after plans by Kent 
and Medway NHS and 
Social Care Partner¬ 
ship Trust (KMPT) 
were approved by 
Kent and Medway 
NHS'joint overview 
and scrutiny commit¬ 
tee earlier this month. 

The NHS trust 
wants to close A-block 
with in-patient provision instead increased at 
Canterbury, Dartford and Maidstone, and 
investment made in community services. 

While bosses at the trust stated that "rigorous 
checks" had been carried out to ensure the 
remaining three units could cope with increased 
demand, Medway Council expressed concern. 

This is despite A-block being described as 
"very poor in design and Location". 

A public consultation into services was carried 
out last year. 

Wendy Purdy, Lead on the NHS committee at 
Medway, warned that closure of acute mental- 
health services could place vulnerable people at 
risk. 

The matter was considered at a meeting of 
Medway's health and adult social care overview 
and scrutiny committee on Tuesday night in 
which members made the decision to refer the 
matter to the health secretary.

get more fruit to make more wine. Sec¬ 
ondly, we need to build a brewery to en¬ 
able us to brew more beer. 

“We are a Kent-based company and 
we think there is an advantage in us be¬ 
ing in the county so we would be de¬ 
lighted to employ more people from 
Kent in those new operations.” 

The brewery site has yet to be con¬ 


firmed, although it will be in the coun¬ 
ty. It will not be at the current Tenter- 
den winery, however. The company 
will also expand its vineyards into Sus¬ 
sex and Essex. 

The company already supplies some 
of the country’s best-known chefs, in¬ 
cluding Gordon Ramsay and Jamie Ol¬ 
iver, as well as leading retailers like Ma¬ 
jestic, Morrisons, Marks and Spencer, 
Waitrose, Selfridges and Harvey Nichols. 

Much like firmly established Faver- 
sham brewers Shepherd Neame, Chapel 
Down has also made a name for itself 
abroad by exporting its drinks to coun¬ 
tries including Japan, Thailand, the 
United Arab Emirates, Holland, Canada 
and France. 

But Mr Thompson, who joined Chap¬ 
el Down in 2001, isn’t too concerned 
about having to compete with their 
Kent counterparts. 

He said: “The only things we really 
compete with Shepherd Neame on is 
probably their premium lagers, which 
are all foreign. Their Sam Adams Bos¬ 
ton Lager; why on Earth they felt the 
need to go to America to brew a great 
beer I have no idea. 

“I don’t really feel we are competing 
with Shepherd Neame who are predom¬ 
inately a pub owner rather than a brew¬ 
er. So we are not really thinking about 
them, we are looking at what Chapel 
Down can achieve.”

Hit squad determined to keep town spotless

THEY’VE been dubbed the A-Team - 
ready to respond at a moment’s notice 
to tackle problems - and one borough is 
already hoping they will prove the se¬ 
cret weapon in the fight to keep its town 
centre spic and span. 

This week saw the launch of T-CAT - 
or Town Centre Action Team - a four- 
strong do-it-all squad to ensure shop¬ 
pers and visitors to Ashford never see a 
dirty path or broken road sign. 

And the council leader believes it 
could be the key to economic success. 

The team will ensure the streets are 
clean, signs are repaired, benches are 
not broken, perform minor mainte¬ 
nance works, paint and refurbish street 
furniture, and take care of any prob¬ 
lems with barriers, bollards, signs, bins 
and bus stops. And pretty much every¬ 
thing and anything else that’s needed. 

Council leader Gerry Clarkson told 
this paper: “This is unique in Kent. We 
want to make our town centre a great 
place to visit. The T-CAT team can be 
called in at a moment’s notice and take 
on almost any quick job that needs do¬ 
ing. Having a nice town centre will 
boost the local economy and make trad¬ 
ers proud of their town.” 

Stressing that the authority is not us¬ 



ing money secured under the Mary Por- 
tas scheme for the project, Cllr Clarkson 
said: “The budget for this is small, but 
its effect will more than pay for itself. 

“The technicians will be multi-skilled 
to clean and repair things. 

“After training, they will even carry a 
defibrillator to deal with anyone who 
perhaps has a heart attack. They will be 
in a high-vis van with a loud-speaker so 
they can address people if necessary. 

“The team will be in the town centre 
predominantly, but will be on call to go 
to other areas if required. 

“I think it will be cost-effective be¬ 
cause it will make the town more attrac¬ 
tive and more people will spend their 
money. That means more businesses 
opening, and more rates coming in.” 

Ashford is determined to ride out the 
current economic slump and ensure it is

fighting fit for when the recovery begins 
in earnest. 

Cllr Clarkson said the town’s popular 
designer outlet centre is set to double in 
size bringing in seven million people a 
year, and hinted at a raft of other reve¬ 
lations to help boost Ashford, including 
a new country park and an update to its 
athletics stadium. 

He told us: “These are exciting times 
for this town - people will be very proud 
to live and work here.” 

T-CAT will also cover general care to 
the council’s gardens, de-icing pave¬ 
ments and snow clearance, and will 
have some enforcement powers. 

A June meeting of cabinet members 
agreed the budget for the first financial 
year would be £120,000, to include 
lease of the vehicle, salaries of the four 
team members and maintenance costs.

Restored carriage to 
be opened by film star

POPULAR children’s TV presenters, 
Dick and Dom filmed scenes for their 
new show at Dungeness B power sta¬ 
tion last week. 

The popular duo - who shot to fame 
in Bafta-winning Saturday morning 
BBC show Dick and Dom in Da Bunga¬ 
low - were at the site for the latest series 
of a CBBC science programme. 

Absolute Genius with Dick and Dom 
explores the lives, inventions, and lega¬ 
cies of a number of great inventors, sci¬ 
entists, engineers and pioneers from 
history, aimed at six to 12-year-olds. 

The duo - full names Richard Mc- 
Court and Dominic Wood - were in 
Kent to help film for a programme 
which explores nuclear power. 

Dungeness B station director Martin

The county has long hoped to rede¬ 
velop the ground, having taken it 
over in 2002. 

The work will include an indoor 
cricket school to be built to ECB Acad¬ 
emy standards, spectator seating for 
more than 2,000, and a new stand. 
There will also be physiotherapy 
treatment rooms, a gym and pilates 
studio. 

On the non-cricketing side there 
will be a conference and banqueting 
area to seat 160 people with a bar and 
kitchen facilities. 

Kent Cricket chief executive Jamie 
Clifford said: “We have been commit¬ 
ted to developing a high quality ground 
in Beckenham for over a decade. This 
latest advance will allow us to truly 
state that we have a centre of excel¬ 
lence in a key part of the county.”

The mystery that 
anchored Nelson 
within city's walls

ADMIRAL Lord Horatio Nelson 
had many connections with 
the county, perhaps most nota¬ 
bly his flagship at the Battle of 
Trafalgar in 1805, HMS Victo¬ 
ry, was built at Chatham and 
launched there in 17 6 5. 

Another ship which fought 
at Trafalgar, the Temeraire, 
immortalised in JMW Turner’s 
painting, was built at Chatham 
in 179 8 and eventually broken 
up in the Thames, where some 
of her timbers survive in St 
Mary’s Church, Rotherhithe. 

Much of the gunpowder for 
Nelson’s battles would have 
come from Faversham and the 
Oare Gunpowder Works, while 
Lord Nelson also reputedly 
paid off his crew at the Three 
Tuns pub in Faversham. 

But the strangest connection 
of all is with Nelson’s flagship 
of the Mediterranean fleet from 
1799-1801, the Foudroyant. 
From early in the 20th centu¬ 
ry, until the building of the 
ring-road in 1968, the ship’s 
capstan was displayed in the 
moat under Canterbury’s city 
walls. The capstan, which con¬ 
sisted of a wooden drum or bar¬ 
rel mounted on an iron axle, 
and with horizontal bars for 
men to push the drum round, 
was used to wind in or lower 
the anchor chain on a ship. 

HMS Foudroyant launched 
at Plymouth in 1798 and from 
there sailed to Canada, then 
back to join the Mediterranean 
fleet in the wars against France. 

At Palermo in June 1799, 
Captain Thomas Hardy, who 
was later to be the captain of 
Victory at Trafalgar, took over 
command of the Foudroyant

and the following day Lord Nel¬ 
son hoisted his admiral’s flag 
on board. 

Over the following months, 
Foudroyant was involved in 
the efforts of the British, Portu¬ 
guese and Russian forces to re¬ 
turn the Neapolitan royal fam¬ 
ily to their throne. After a 
successful campaign, the Sicil¬ 
ian king returned to the Bay of 
Naples and raised his royal 
standard on the Foudroyant. 
During this time, while the ship 
was in Naples Harbour, Nelson 
began his famous affair with 
Emma, Lady Hamilton. 

Nelson was back on board 
Foudroyant at Palermo on Jan¬ 
uary 15, 1800, and she sailed 
on to Livorno where she re¬ 
ceived salutes from Russian, 
Danish and Neapolitan ships. 

On June 3, the Neapolitan 
king and queen again boarded 
Foudroyant, accompanied by 
Sir William Hamilton and his 
wife Emma. Two weeks later 
Nelson left the ship to travel to 
England by land, and Foudroy¬ 
ant was sailed to Plymouth for 
repairs. She became the guard 
ship at the dock until about 


1860 and then from 1862-84 
she was a gunnery training 
vessel. The ship was eventually 
sold out of the navy in 1892 for 
£2,350, bought and resold to 
be broken up, creating a wave 
of public protest. 

She was then bought by 
Joseph Wheatley Cobb to use as 
a boys’ training vessel. To raise 
money to restore the ship, it 
was decided to exhibit her at 
various seaside resorts. 

In 1897 she was towed to 
Blackpool, where on June 16 a 
violent storm put her aground. 
Her crew of 27 were all suc¬ 
cessfully rescued. 

Unsuccessful attempts were 
made to re-float her, with her 
guns being removed before the 
wreck finally broke up in the 
winter gales of that year. 

Wood from her wreck was 
used to make furniture and 
also wall-panelling for Black¬ 
pool Football Club’s board- 
room, while the ship’s bell is 
now in Blackpool Town Hall. 
The ship’s capstan ended up in 
the Dane John Moat in Canter¬ 
bury, brought there by city 
benefactor and mayor, Francis 
Bennett-Goldney. 

Bennett-Goldney was Mayor 
of Canterbury in 1905, 1906 
and 1912. The city moat had 
previously been a cabbage 
patch and rubbish dump, but 
he had the moat cleared, turfed 
and landscaped with trees and 
shrubs. 

The mayor said in his official 
guide to Canterbury, which 
was published in 1912, that he 
had given the capstan to the 
city. It was joined over the 
years by a pair of millstones 
and a World War One tank, 
which was taken for scrap dur¬ 
ing the next war.

Poverty issue one we 
cannot afford to ignore 

A POPULAR complaint in the west of 
the county - where, many argue, the 
county’s real wealth resides amid the 
picture postcard villages and 
impressive architecture - is that the 
perception of affluence prevents it from 
ever securing the help it needs to help 
ease the pockets of deprivation. 

And it’s fair to say the rest of the 
county more often than not finds itself 
tarred by the same perception brush. 

But the reality is that despite all the 
many wonderful things about this 
county, there are areas which must not 
be ignored; which need investment and 
support. 

Only by acknowledging the issues 
and addressing them, can the county 
avoid the pitfalls of poverty. 

Double-edged sword 

IT IS heartening to see, after years of 
steady decline, house prices moving up 
once again. 

For many it eases the fear of negative 
equity and could breathe new life into 
the economy. 

But spare a thought to those trying to 
get on the ladder - now it’s even tougher. 
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Don’t privatise 
Royal Mail 

I write in response to the letter 
published in KOS August 11, 
entitled Royal Mail will still 
deliver. Does the writer think 
we all believe what he says? 

If Royal Mail is privatised, is 
the service going to be the 
same? Who is going to buy it? 
A British or foreign company? 
Can it still be called Royal Mail 
and will stamps have the 
Queen’s head on them? 

He says a six-day-a-week, 
one price goes anywhere, 
affordable, universal service 
will remain unchanged, 
protected by law. That’s all 
right until the law is changed. 
No foreign company will take 
any notice of our laws, especially 
if the EU gets involved. 

The quality at the moment 
is poor and the affordability 


too high. Not many people 
send letters these days 
including postcards. Who is 
going to pay 2 5p for a card 
and put a 5 Op stamp on it? 
Stamps used to be cheaper 
than a postcard, now it’s the 
other way round. 

Most of the mail we get now 
is junk mail, which goes 
straight in the bin. 

The writer says Royal Mail 
will continue to offer good 
value for money. Continue? 
When are they going to start? 

Today we get first and 
second class mail delivered at 
the same time and in the 
afternoon. I remember when 
we had three deliveries a day, 
the first early in the morning. 

As for workers, they will 
have a fight on their hands. 

Not all Government-owned 
companies have flourished 
under private ownership, at 
least not for the consumer.

Re-structure 
rail service 

IT’S good to know Kent MPs 
are complaining to the 
Government about the rail fare 
price hikes (KOS, last week). 

And right to do so they are, 
because in the six-year period 
from January 2008 to January 
2014, when the current 
increase becomes effective, the 
cost of tickets will have grown 
by 40 per cent, while the 
average Kent commuter has 
received pay increases 
totalling just 15 per cent. 

Every year, millions in fare 
income is wasted paying for 
the structural inefficiencies 
introduced into the industry 
when our railways were 
privatised in 1993. 

Sir Roy McNulty, in his 
2011 report Releasing the 
Potential of GB Rail, highlight¬ 


ed the inefficiencies as one of 
the main reasons our rail 
network is the most expensive 
in Europe. However, one thing 
Sir Roy and our Kent MPs 
downplay is the billions 
syphoned off from our railway 
industry in the 20 years since 
its privatisation, in profits and 
shareholder dividends, by the 
companies who have their 
tentacles around this critical 
public service. 

The Green Party believes it’s 
time to put public need before 
private greed. We must 
transform our rail industry 
into a fit-for-purpose, cost 
effective organisation which is 
publically owned. 

More people are seeing the 
sense in this idea. The TUC 
and many of its affiliated 
unions back a publically- 
owned rail industry. A recent 
report by think tank Transport 
for Quality of Life also 
demonstrates that a re-struc- 
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tured, publically owned 
railway would, even allowing 
for increased investment and 
improvements, be cheaper to 
run and cost less to use than 
our unwieldy system. 

Public ownership of our 
railways and the resulting 
affordable fares would make a 
major contribution to the 
national economy, not to men¬ 
tion the environment, as more 
people left their cars at home. 

It would also do away with 
the annual summer sport of 
complaining about fare 
increases, allowing our MPs to 
enjoy their summer recess 
without interruption.

T HEY say you should never 
work with animals and 
children, but a new show 
coming to Tunbridge Wells 
is throwing those princi¬ 
ples out of the door. 
Dinosaur Zoo is taking a new ap¬ 
proach to children’s entertainment 
with puppetry. Keen to do away with 
the dumbing-down culture employed 
by some, the Australian show brings to 
life dinosaurs through puppetry. 

The show’s director, Scott Wright, 
does not want his audience to believe 
that dinosaurs can sing, dance or count 
or have a favourite colour but instead

pass on, through the skills of his puppet¬ 
eers, that they lived a very real exist¬ 
ence. 

“It started a few years ago as a bit of a 
tongue-in-cheek street show. It’s since 
become a wild-animal presentation,” he 
said. “It’s a show Steve Irwin would do if 
we had dinosaurs and he was still alive. 

“The way we treat it is as a live- 
animal presentation. We try to teach 
children about animal husbandry and 
the way to interact. We don’t try to hide 
the fact they are dangerous and can eat 
you. We don’t try to teach children how 
to count or about different colours.” 

The dinosaur idea started out when 
Wright was asked by a palaeontologist 
how much a dinosaur puppet would 
cost to make - and three weeks after 
guessing a figure he was given the cash 
to start. 

While that puppet was for display at a 
museum, it sparked an idea that has 
seen the performance company, Erth, 
taking its show across the globe. 

“We thought ‘Maybe we should be 
doing this ourselves’,” he said. “So we 
created our own monster - it was time 
for us to explore and have some fun. I 
like that because it’s organic 

“It’s not something we went into as 
art-makers thinking we need to make 
money. That’s something people do 
deliberately sometimes. 

“Some shows speak down to children 
and treat them like idiots. We tackle the 
truth by saying ‘This is a carnivore - it 
eats meat. What are you made out of?’. 

“On the odd occasion we have people 
say it’s too scary, but the children know 
dinosaurs eat each other. We engage in 
a conversation that goes above the ba¬ 
bying. Why would you want a dinosaur 
to sing anyway? They’ve got to run 
away from things like a burning volcano. ” 
The principles of puppetry can also

make a great learning tool for young¬ 
sters. “I’ve been obsessed by them since 
I’ve been a child. I don’t know if there 
was any choice. It’s something I was 
going to do anyway,” said Wright. “If 
you look at the origin of puppetry, I 
believe it’s our first language. 

“Genetically, before humans spoke, 
as neanderthals, we did things through 
gesture. That’s why as children it’s easy 
to play with toys - we are genetically 
speaking a language that’s easy for us. 

“If you enjoy the art of play, then you 
are 90 per cent of the way there.” 

The art form has taken on a whole 
new level, as shown by the likes of West 
End hit Warhorse in recent years. That 
and the constant discovery of new 
species of dinosaurs are giving Wright 
and his colleagues plenty of scope when 
it comes to their creations. 

“Back in the beginning we were all 
multi-skilled artists - we did every¬ 
thing,” he said. “Over the years people 
who are much better at designing and 
making have come on board. 


“They have come from a very strict 
philosophy about research - we have 
worked with a number of palaeontolo¬ 
gists for the build process. As we make 
more puppets, they become better in¬ 
formed scientifically. 

‘We treat it as a live- 
animal presentation. 
We don’t hide the fact 
they are dangerous.’ 

“With regards to their engineering, 
it’s great we can make things look like 
they weigh about a tonne but weigh as 
little as possible because someone has to 
operate it. It’s a wide scale - on one hand 
they are simple rod puppets, but then 
some you climb inside to operate, using 
levers and pulleys. Some are inflatable. 

“The great thing about my company 
is we have many tricks to our toolbox. 
It’s to whatever suits purpose.”

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War hero Wolfe remembered with very special display

TREASURES that belonged to General 
James Wolfe will be going on display 
at his childhood home in Westerham 
next month. 

Wolfe grew up in the town’s Quebec 
House, where his short sword and 
scabbard, the only portrait of him 
believed to have been painted in his 
lifetime and a hand-written book of 
recipes by his mother Henrietta Wolfe 
will be on show. 

The general famously won, in 17 5 9, 
the Battle of Quebec, where he died at 
the victorious moment. He was im¬ 
mortalised in three paintings by Ben¬ 
jamin West, which are also on show.

The house is laid out as it would have 
been in the 1730s, when he lived 
there, and includes an exhibition on 
the battle of 1759. 


Visitors will get a taste of life from 
that era with the help of Mrs Wolfe’s 
recipes, which are being re-created. 
The recipe book provides a fascinating 
record of Mrs Wolfe’s domestic life and 
correspondence with many famous 
names of the 18 th century. 

The items are on loan until Novem¬ 
ber 2015 from the Warde family, 
whose home Squerryes Court was it¬ 
self until recently open to the public. 

Zoe Colbeck, National Trust general 
manager, said: “This is a really excit¬ 
ing loan for Quebec House and those 
interested in General Wolfe. 

“Without doubt one of this coun¬ 
try’s great military heroes, this gener¬ 
ous loan from the Warde family will 
help ensure Quebec House continues 


to represent a real celebration of 
General Wolfe’s life and career.” 

Wolfe, the son of Lieutenant-General 
Edward Wolfe, started his army career 
aged 14 in 1741. He was given a fast 
track to the top after catching the 
attention of the Duke of Cumberland 
at the Battle of Dettingen in 1743. 

By the time he was 22 he had been 
in battle four times and commanded 
his own regiment. He then played a 
prominent role in the Seven Years’ 
War in North America, including the 
Siege of Louisbourg in 17 5 8. 

That led to his appointment at the 
age of 32 as major-general in com¬ 
mand of the Quebec expedition in 
1759. At dawn on September 13 he 
led 4,500 men on flat-bottomed land¬ 


ing craft up the St Lawrence River 
before scaling the cliffs on the edge of 
the city, where they met the French 
on the Plains of Abraham in a battle 
that lasted just 15 minutes. 

He was fatally wounded but lived 
long enough to hear of victory, which 
was pivotal in the remaining years of 
the war and the conversion of New 
France to Canada. 

He became an iconic war hero back 
in England, while in Canada monu¬ 
ments still pay testament to his tri¬ 
umph. The town of Wolfeboro in New 
Hampshire was named in his honour. 

The items will be on show at Quebec 
House from Wednesday, September 4.

A man with a kite, a knight on a 
horse... and one special maze

PENSHURST Place has seen a surge 
in visitor numbers thanks largely to 
its maize maze. 

The maze is based on a knight 
riding a horse and was created to 
coincide with the venue’s medieval 
events. It has attracted thousands of 
visitors to the venue. 

Last year saw Penshurst’s first 
maze as it bid to offer something ex¬ 
tra to its visitors, and it has proven 
popular again, with figures 15 per 
cent up on what they were at this 
stage last year, when 70,000 visited 
during the summer - some 75,000 
are expected this time round. 

Penshurst Place general manager 
Ben Thomas said: “Last year was a 
shot in the dark. We didn’t know 
how it was going to be, but once it 
got going it was amazing.” 

This summer’s weather has given 
the crop an even bigger boost, with 
the maze walls up to 9ft in places. 

The image of the creation, by Farm 
Image Agricultural Services was 
captured by Tony Makepeace, the 
Penshurst-based photographer us¬ 
ing a camera mounted on a hi-tech 



kite. Using a ground-based monitor, 
he was able to see through the lens, 
timing the photo to perfection by 
remote control. 

The question of how the maze was 
created is the most common one for 
the team at Penshurst Place, but it is 
not as complex as you might think. 

The field is sown ‘side to side’ as 
well as ‘top to bottom’ to make the 
walls more tightly packed. A pattern 
will then be drawn up using GPS. 

When the maize is several inches 
high, two people walk across the field 
marking out the paths. The first per¬ 


son follows the GPS tracker, while 
the one behind holds a spray-paint 
can in each hand to mark the edges 
of the path. Once the maize has 
grown some more, the pathways are 
cleared by a mower. 

The Maize Maze is open daily from 
10.30am to 5pm until Monday, Sep¬ 
tember 2. It will then be open at 
weekends until Sunday, September 
15, from 10.3Oam-5pm. 

This weekend there will be a 
Knight School, with story-telling in 
the maze on Sunday and Monday.

Lemur lads move into park 


PORT Lympne Wild Animal Park has 
welcomed two new arrivals to mark the 
start of a breeding programme. 

Brothers Arthur and Echo, two 
crowned sifaka lemurs, arrived at the 
park near Hythe from Belfast this week. 

Animal manager Simon Jeffrey said: 
"They are lovely lemurs. Visitors will 
easily be able to spot them as they are 
quite curious, so they are always out 
watching what's going on." 

The duo arrived at Port Lympne as 
part of a breeding programme designed 


to boost the population of crowned 
sifakas, whose numbers are dwindling 
in the wild. 

This lemur is now classified as 
endangered on the IUCN Red list. 

Jeffrey said: "Breeding programmes 
are important for the future of lemurs. 
There are only 17 crowned sifaka 
lemurs in wild animal parks around the 
world and Port Lympne is one of three 
parks in the UK to look after them."

Stars’ postcards 
will help charity 


Hop festival fans invited to 
help make event a success

ALL the traditions of Faversham Hop Festival are 
just a week away, but organisers are calling for 
more support from volunteers to make it happen. 

The two-day festival, which is expecting some 
30,000 visitors, celebrates all that is good about 
one of Kent’s greatest exports - beer - as well as 
adding family fun and some quirky traditions. 

However, with the event just a week away, 
the organisers are asking for more volunteers to 
come forward to help with marshalling and 
stewarding the crowds. 

There is a whole list of vacant positions to 
choose from, with volunteering slots lasting just 
two hours. The full list is on the festival’s web¬ 
site , www.favershamhopfestival.org. 

Commercial manager Graham Martin said: 
“Volunteers have always been vital to the run¬ 
ning of the festival and remain vital because we 
ca nn ot afford to pay anyone. 

“I have personally worked more than 300 
hours this year on the festival. 

“Last year we had the Catch 22 situation of 
having volunteers but no one to organise the 
volunteers.” 

The highlight of the weekend is Sunday’s 
parade through the town, which starts at 10am 
at the top of Station Road and goes through 
Preston Street and into Market Street. 

There will be eight sets of Morris Dancers, the 



Hop Queen and King and a haka display from 
Faversham rugby club, while Shepherd Neame’s 
1930s horse-drawn delivery carriage will be on 
display. 

Before it all starts, the blessing of the hops by 
Reverend Debbie Hodgson takes place at 9.30am 
on the stage in Preston Street. 

There will also be children’s entertainment 
with a Punch and Judy show, a magic show, 
circus acts, stilt-walkers and more in a bid to 
make it a more family-orientated event this year. 
Shoppers will also be kept busy, with all manner 
of stalls at the festival, including, of course, beer! 

Faversham Hop Festival wristbands have al¬ 
ready gone on sale for £2 each, with the funds 
supporting this year’s event and getting the ball 
rolling for next year. They are available at 
Shepherd Neame pubs, The Old Wine Vaults and 
The Phoenix Tavern. 


POSTCARDS from celebrities such as Barbara 
Windsor and Bradley Walsh will form part of a 
charity auction at Margate Harbour Arm Gallery 
next month. 

Artists, celebrities and the 
public have donated a 
postcard-sized picture to be 
sold anonymously, with 
successful bidders not 
knowing who has created 
them until after the gavel 
has fallen. 

It is hoped that more than 
100 postcards will be on offer, among them an 
entry from artist Tracey Emin, who has 
supported the event, which raises money for 
Pilgrims Hospice, for the last three years. 

Postcards will be on display every day at the 
gallery from Saturday, August 31, from 
10am-4pm until the day of the auction - 
Saturday, September 7, which takes place from 
3pm until 6pm. 

Frank Thorley, of Thorley Taverns, and author 
Jane Wenham-Jones will auction the postcards. 

Pilgrims regional fund-raising manager Karen 
Kenward said: "Last year, the auction raised 
nearly £8,000 and we hope to raise even more 
this year with the support from celebrities. 

"We are very fortunate to have so many 
people contribute postcards for sale, many of 
them regular supporters of Pilgrims Hospices." 

The charity provides its services free to all 
who need them and raises 75 per cent of its 
funding with the help of the community.

he Three Mariners has enjoyed a 
lengthy reputation for serving good 
food. It is widely known to anyone 
with an interest in this county’s 
restaurant scene. 

And in October 2012, the Oare 
pub was granted a Bib Gourmand, which the 
Michelin guide awards for “good cooking at 
moderate prices”. 

Being of sound mind, the thought of excellent 
food without having to dig too deep in the pocket 
is surely a no-brainer. It would appear I’m not 
alone in thinking this as the place was packed on 
the sunny Monday evening we visited. 

Its old-school feel is heartening and there’s no 
sign of the trendy modern decor associated with 
many gastropubs. The menu is pleasing, too, 
with a mixture of meat and fish without so much 
fancy-pants cuisine. Using Ray Winstone’s voice 
to describe the place, I would say “a proper pub”. 

We were seated at the table, with home-made 
bread, salty butter and oil at no charge (always 
gets a thumbs-up). 

A conversation with the waitress made it clear 
that the £16.95 set dinner menu wasn’t some 
sort of joke - neither was it left over from lunch 
to entice passing trade. Three courses it is, then! 

I started with a fresh crab cocktail. The lem¬ 
ony taste of the salty crab-meat was served on a

bed of cucumber, tomato and olives, with a suc¬ 
culent slice of avocado for good measure. The 
tangy Thousand Island sauce set all off perfectly. 

My adventurous guest chose from the a la 
carte menu the grilled vegetables and burrata. 
The burrata is a Mozarella casing with a cream 
and Mozarella centre and made for a melt-in- 
the-mouth, rich starter. 

For the main course I went for the fillet of 
farmed sea bass. The fish was cooked beautifully, 
with a crispy skin and flesh that fell apart as you 
touched it. It was served with a zingy tomato and 


piquillo pepper salsa, which was delicious and I 
would have liked to have seen more of, as well as 
new potatoes, vegetables and a generous serving 
of spinach. 

My guest chose the herb-crusted rump of lamb 
in a thick red-wine jus, with thin, crispy potatoes 
and vegetables. There was real plateful and I was 
delighted to take part in consuming it, but the 
sumptuous meat and strong jus beat both of us 
by the end. 

The servings were on the large side and so we 
opted to share a dessert of chocolate mousse with 
raspberries resting on slices of banana and 
dripped with raspberry and chocolate sauce. The 
mousse was infused with popping candy, which 
made for a fun and imaginative end to the meal. 

Here comes the Bib Gourmand bit - the total 
bill, including three drinks, came to a stagger¬ 
ingly low £51.55. 

The set menu is not afraid to appeal to the 
masses and the quality of food is outstanding. 
My recommendation is to get in there quick 
before the Mariners team realises the ridiculous¬ 
ly good value that it is offering.

B ARBECUES, garden furniture, 
patios and children’s play areas 
could all be harbouring high levels 
of bacteria, according to a recent 
report. 

Commissioned by outdoor- 
cleaning expert Jeyes and carried out by 
environmental hygiene expert Dr Lisa Ackerley, 
the report recorded the levels of bacteria 
microbes in and around the garden. 

The study found that almost all areas of the 
garden that come into regular contact with 
hands or food can host high levels of bacteria. 

In fact, of the six areas tested, four, including 
barbecues and bin lids, were found to contain 
more bacteria than the average toilet seat. 

The report also shows that despite our 
diligence in keeping indoor areas clean and 
germ-free, most house-proud Brits overlook 
garden-cleaning. Of the 1,400 people polled, 
only a third clean their patio tables more than 
twice a year, and 36 per cent scrub their 
barbecue to the same frequency. In comparison, 
71 per cent clean their kitchen table every day, 
and 42 per cent clean their toilet daily. 

High levels of microbes in the garden can 
indicate the presence of more sinister organisms 


and bacteria such as e-coli, salmonella and 
listeria, which can cause severe vomiting and 
diarrhoea and are particularly dangerous for 
the very old and very young. 

Overall, barbecues were found to be the 
dirtiest surface item in the garden, with a 
staggering 1.7 million microbes per 100cm 2 
found on the food preparation area - 
significantly more than the average amount 
found on the average toilet seat (759,950 
microbes). Interestingly, all of the barbecues 
tested had appeared clean at the time of testing. 


Bin lids were found to have the next highest 
bacterial count, with 1.2 million microbes per 
100 cm 2 , posing a potential risk to 
householders taking out the rubbish - 
highlighting the importance of washing hands. 

Bacteria in the garden can include decaying 
plant matter and dropped or spilled food, as well 
as deposits from wild or domestic animals, 
including birds. The report highlights the need 
for regular garden-cleaning with a specialist 
disinfectant and before use with items such as 
garden tables. 


Dr Lisa Ackerley said: “We often see our 
gardens as an extension to our homes, but they 
could become a reservoir of harmful bacteria, 
potentially giving rise to illness and infection if 
transferred to your food or mouth by your hands. 

“To help keep the family safe, I would suggest 
cleaning and disinfecting garden furniture and 
barbecues prior to use and, if you have small 
children, then remember to clean areas that 
may come into contact with their hands, such 
as play equipment and decking. Using an 
appropriate disinfectant could significantly 
reduce this risk and lead to a healthier, safer 
outdoor experience for all. ” 

Celebrity builder Tommy Walsh, who has 
teamed up with Jeyes Fluid to create top tips for 
a cleaner garden, added: “When the sun comes 
out and we head into the garden, the last thing 
we want to do is clean. But disinfecting the 
garden needn’t be a long and arduous task 
provided you have the right products to hand. 

“A simple scrub of the barbecue, a spray of 
the children’s play area and a quick wash of the 
patio can be complete in less than 30 minutes 
with the Jeyes range of garden disinfectants.

G ONE are the days of 
keeping up with the 
Joneses - at least in 
swish Tunbridge 
Wells. 

When it comes to 
our homes and judging other 
people’s style, it seems most 
residents in the swanky west Kent 
town think they’re the ones others 
should be emulating. 

More than half (57 per cent) 
believe their homes are more 
tastefully decorated than their 
friends’, with a confident 70 per 
cent of people rating their home 
style as excellent and having a 
natural flair for interior design.

Interior designer Danielle Proud 
said: “Brits are well known for 
their quirky, individual sense of 
style - what’s new is their 
confidence. The vibe is less 
‘keeping up with the Joneses’, 
more ‘the Joneses had better keep 
up with me!’.

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Autumn is a time of inspiration 



P ROVERB of the month: ‘If the 
storms in September clear off warm, 
all the storms of the following 
months will also be warm’. Well, at 
the time of writing we could do with 
a good storm and some real rain - 
not just a shower. Two-inch-wide cracks in the 
lawn... rain in plenty is needed now! 

Despite this, I can proudly boast that our veg¬ 
etable and flower trials have never looked better 
- and there have been many compliments. 

Parched, brown lawns have a quite remarka¬ 
ble speed of ‘green up’, as you will find when the 
rains come. 

Now is the time to reflect on autumn planning 
and planting pretty plants for winter and early- 
spring colour. 

Early? Yes, and late. The Penny Lane violas, 
Clear Crystal pansies, first grown by me in that 
dreadful winter of 1963, are still available. 

Late-September to October planting is the time 
for the not-often-seen, cultivated, old-fashioned, 
richly-perfumed wallflower Myosotis - a true 
forget-me-not, its rich blue contrasting joyfully 
with yellow pansies inter-planted. 

The Victorians were the ones for winter bed¬ 
ding. Few have seen the everlasting, fully hardy

Edwardian double-flowered primroses that I’m 
proud to say found their way from Challock to 
grow in the Queen’s private garden. 


Don’t forget an inexpensive range of bulbs. 
Choose those that, once planted, will appear 
year after year. 

Snowdrops, crocuses, grape hyacinths, 
Scented Cheerfulness Narcissi and, of course, 
bulb-planting in pots using ordinary garden soil 
are fine to flower in the house at Christmas and 
New Year. Better value will be had from a 
specialist mail-order source like Jacque Amand 
Dutch Bulbs. 

Autumn and winter is the time that tumble- 
berries come into their own. I found these ‘little 
strawberries with the big flavour’, as editorially 
featured by the Sunday Express, many years ago 
in Switzerland. They leave no annoying runners 
and, planted 10 centimetres apart, can make a 
good ground cover. 

Upon reflection, alas, many new properties 
now have small gardens, so how can folk make 
best use of them? 

Consider making an alpine garden, with not a 
lot of effort or space needed, and something that 
I intend to reawaken in the new year. 

My wife and I were enthralled last year in an 
alpine garden with huge rocks and walks in 
Tromso , Norway, with snow-capped mountain 
peaks in June that set off a huge array of colour, 
especially masses of stunning blue gentians. 

You could, as I will on a small scale and defy¬ 
ing the worst of winter’s weather, create a mini¬ 
ature forest with tree seedlings, rooted dwarf 
conifer cuttings or growing Bonsai, once an im¬ 
portant part of our nursery. 

In times gone by, I grew Saintpaulias (African 


violets to you) from seed. They are hardly seen 
today, but the African Violet Society still exists. 

These are for greenhouse or indoor growing 
and I reckon it’s time to reawaken not just a 
hobby but a profitable home business, too. Yes, I 
started with just a small greenhouse! 

There are many ways that home gardeners 
can capitalise on their hobby. At Ash, near Can¬ 
terbury, there used to exist in two back-garden 
greenhouses Pete and Ken’s Cactus Nursery. 

I recall washed-out margarine tubs hanging 
on wires. Cacti seedlings were produced in these, 
potted on and sold. 

The nursery even had coach-party visitors 
from the Continent and many children as cus¬ 
tomers, too. Alas it is now gone. Time for a re¬ 
vival of growing cacti? Yes, I think so.

Cross-Channel ferries 
sailing to success as 
passengers on the up

FERRY companies say they have bounced back 
from the so-called Olympic effect last year, with 
figures released this week showing an encourag¬ 
ing rise in 2013. 

And it is the short hop over the Channel from 
Kent which is seeing the sharpest rise. 

Passengers using the ships to travel to and 
from the Continent rose 7.2 per cent - represent¬ 
ing some 5.7 million - over the three months to 
the end of July, compared to the same period last 
year. 

The figures were released by industry body 
Discover Ferries. 

Discover Ferries is run by the Passenger Ship¬ 
ping Association, a non-profit making organisa¬ 
tion serving the UK ferry industry. 

Total ferry passengers for all of the 7 5-plus UK 
ferry routes during the last three months to July 
31 are up four per cent compared with the same 
period last year - to a total of nearly 12.4m pas¬ 
sengers. Those routes include services to Ireland, 
Holland and Spain. 

But what will encourage the local economy is 
that the confidence appears to be returning to 
the cross-Channel market on which so many 
Kent jobs rely. 

This July, as summer finally bloomed, traffic 
on routes to the Continent increased 10.7 per 
cent on July 2012, with nearly 2.3 million ferry 
passengers taking a trip to France, Spain, Hol¬ 
land and Denmark during this month alone. 


The short sea Channel ferry routes showed the 
biggest increase (13 per cent) in passenger num¬ 
bers in July from operators DFDS, P&O Ferries 
and MyFerryLink. 

Also performing strongly, and up 6.4 per cent 
on last year, were North Sea routes to the conti¬ 
nent operated by DFDS, P&O Ferries and Stena 
Line; and the Western Channel routes, up 4.2 
per cent, serviced by Brittany Ferries, DFDS and 
Condor Ferries. 

UK domestic ferry routes to destinations such 
as the Isle of Wight, Isle of Man, Channel Islands 
and Scottish Islands, which carried 2m passen¬ 
gers in July, were also up 9.2 per cent on last 
year. Irish ferry passenger numbers in July on 
routes operated by DFDS, Irish Ferries, P&O Irish 
Sea and Stena Line, were also up 1.3 per cent to 
642,000 compared with this month last year. 

Discover Ferries director Bill Gibbons said: 
“These latest figures show an accelerating sum¬ 
mer trend for ferry travel, which appeals particu¬ 
larly to families and couples in their own cars, 
and groups on coaches. 

“There is no doubt the industry has recovered 
from any Olympic effect which last year affected 
normal summer travel patterns by ferry. 

“With the escalating costs for families on other 
forms of holiday travel, coupled with their in¬ 
creasingly restrictive and petty luggage policies, 
all these hassles can easily be avoided by ferry 
travel with your car, or on a coach. 

“August ferry bookings are also looking 
strong, but there is still time for families and 
friends to get on board for a late summer break.”

Race to secure spot for 
September continues

Surge continues to 
land apprenticeships 

WHILE many rush to land a university place, 
increasing numbers are turning their backs 
on full-time higher education and opting 
instead for apprenticeships. 

The lure of the estimated 20,000 appren¬ 
ticeships - where those taking part start 
earning while learning on the job - is proving 
an attraction to many, according to the 
National Apprenticeship Service. 

Many firms offering jobs demand the 
equivalent of several strong A-levels. 


A LITTLE over a week since A-level results were 
published and the race to land a place at univer¬ 
sity continues - although time is running out 
fast with many universities now full. 

Admissions body Ucas says record number of 
students were accepted by UK universities with¬ 
in 24 hours of them opening their A-level re¬ 
sults. 

The figures accepted on the day of the results 
were up nine per cent on 2012 - the first year in 
which fees rocketed to up to £9,000 per 
academic year. 

Despite being heavily over-sub¬ 
scribed, the University of Kent, 

Canterbury Christ Church 
and the University of Green¬ 
wich still had some places 
available through clearing, 
although they were going 
fast. Anyone considering a 
course at one of the cam¬ 
puses in the county are ad- 
vsied to get in touch to see if 
any spaces remain. 

Despite some 401,540 appli¬ 
cation being accepted for under¬ 
graduate courses on the day the re¬ 
sults were published, there were fewer 
students entering the clearing process than the 
previous year. 

Ucas estimates those using clearing - a proc¬ 
ess to secure a spot prompted by higher or lower 
than expected grades - was down some 9,000 
on last year. 

At the University of Kent, which has campus¬ 
es in Canterbury and Medway, there remained 
some places on some courses going into this 
week. But by this weekend they were all set to 


have been snapped up. 

A spokesman for the university said: “We are 
pretty much full now, subject to a small number 
of students coming back to us to accept their 
places. 

“We’ve met our targets and expect to see 
around 4,300 new undergraduates joining us 
for the start of the 2013-14 academic year.” 

Elsewhere in the education system, the cla¬ 
mour for places continues. 

With Government regulations phasing in 
a system where teenagers must re¬ 
main in full-time education until 
they are 18, the scrap to secure 
places ahead of the September 
start date shows no signs of 
slowing. 

All the major further edu¬ 
cation colleges in the coun¬ 
ty continue to have places 
available and continue to 
remind youngsters they do 
not need to remain at school 
to ensure they meet the new 
requirements. 

The likes of K College, Bromley 
College, North West Kent College, East 
Kent College and MidKent College are all 
holding open days in a bid to attract students 
and those looking for more vocational courses. 

Anyone looking to start a full-time college or 
university place in September, should start by 
checking the website of the establishment they 
are interested in. 

If you are looking for a university place, most 
universities still have special clearing teams in 
place. 

Contact them directly to discuss. 



Call for more girls in physics and maths 


CONCERNS have been raised 
that economic prosperity could 
be at risk if more students - 
particularly females - do not 
take up and complete maths 
and physics courses at A-level. 

Now experts are calling on 
youngsters not to rule 
themselves out of engineering 
jobs in the future by opting out 
early in their secondary 
education. 

Jayne Hall, policy advisor at 
the Institution of Engineering 


and Technology (IET), said: 
"Maths and physics are crucial 
gateway subjects and vital to 
the industry and economy as a 
whole. 

"With recent results from the 
lET's skills and demand survey 
showing that only seven per 
cent of the engineering and 
technology workforce are 
women, action needs to be 
taken at an early stage by 
encouraging females into these 
subjects. 


"Students are aware of the 
importance of A-level maths to 
starting a career in engineering, 
but the perceived importance of 
physics is much lower. 

"It is vital that we encourage 
more students, particularly 
females, to study these key 
enabling subjects. Currently, 
female students effectively rule 
themselves out of an engineer¬ 
ing career at age 14 by not 
studying maths and physics. 

We must change this."

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Optimism is building up 
in the property market

IF you subscribe to the theory that taking the 
pulse of house builders gives a good indication of 
the future health of the economy, then you may 
wish to allow yourself a little cautious optimism. 

Because, according to Persimmon Homes 
South East, 2013 has seen a strong start. 

And the company is pointing to the key factors 
of increased demand for new homes and, cru¬ 
cially, improved mortgage availability as under¬ 
pinning something of a revival. 

As the company released its results for the first 
half of 2013, Andrew Shankster, managing di¬ 
rector for Persimmon Homes South East, said the 
company had made an excellent start. 

He explained: “Underlying pre-tax profits for 
the group are up 40 per cent on last year at 
£135.3 m ill ion (2012: £96.9m) and legal com¬ 
pletions in the UK are up seven per cent to 5,022 
(2012: 4,712) when the same period is com¬ 
pared. 

“Nationally we have seen a 15 per cent in¬ 
crease in visitors to our developments, with 
weekly private sales reservations 12 per cent 
ahead of the same period in 2012, rising to 30 
per cent stronger following the introduction of 
the Government’s Help to Buy measures in 
April.” 

Persimmon includes the Charles Church and 
Hillreed Homes brands, in addition to providing 
affordable homes through the Westbury Part¬ 
nerships. 

In the first half of this year it successfully 
opened 90 new sites - including Cross Quays in 
Broadstairs and Millers Croft at Edenbridge - and 
expects to open a further 85 before the end of the 
year, with new developments due in Amherst 
and Findon in West Sussex. 

Mr Shankster added: “To meet the ever-in- 
creasing demand for quality new homes, the 
company continues to make significant invest¬ 
ments in strategic land. 

“During the first six months of the year the 
business acquired 7,538 new plots of land and 
added a further 800 acres of strategic land to un-

derpin our ability to deliver new homes in the 
future. 

“We remain committed to working closely 
with communities to deliver excellent new sites 
in desirable locations, starting construction at 
these sites as soon as they achieve an imple- 
mentable detailed planning consent.” 

In addition to its investment in land, the com¬ 
pany is looking to create more jobs across its 24 
businesses. Persimmon has recently announced 
a national recruitment drive to encourage more 
than 100 trade apprentices to join the business 
and there is also a corresponding programme of 
new hires in technical, managerial and sales 
functions across the company. 

The executive added: “Our attention now 
turns to the second half of this year as we con¬ 
tinue to focus on the basics of good housebuild¬ 
ing to deliver further improvement in the per¬ 
formance of the business.” 


Mortgages are pntijie rise, according to the 
Council of Mortgage Lenders, underlining a 
perceived increased fluidity to the housing 
market. 

It says total gross mortgage lending in 
July increased to £16.6 billion, representing 
a rise of 12 per cent from £14.8bn in June 
and 29 per cent higher than the total of

Risk of worker injury 
prompts huge fine 

A BUILDING company in Ashford has been 
prosecuted for repeatedly failing to manage 
risks on a construction site and exposing 
workers to needless risk of injury. 

Canterbury magistrates were told the 
development site in Ramsgate, run by Ecobuild 
Homes Ltd, had been visited by Health and 
Safety Executive (HSE) inspectors seven times in 
five months. 

On one visit inspectors had to stop work at 
the site immediately due to dangers faced by 
workers of falling from height and issues with 
electrical safety. 

Ecobuild Homes Ltd, of North Street, was 
fined a total of £40,000 and ordered to pay 
costs of £10,035.

KENT County Cricket Club has agreed a contra 
deal with Sevenoaks-based turf care specialists 
Godfreys Golf & Turf. 

In exchange for providing the club with an 
outfield mower and ride-on mower for off-pitch 
areas, the club will give the firm use of its facilities 
at its Canterbury headquarters.

Small firms warned to develop staff 
skills or risk missing out on growth 


MANY small and medium 
sized businesses (SMEs) 
across the south east are 
suffering a ‘skills gap' in their 
workforce which they fear 
could stunt growth, limit 
competitiveness and dent their 
future profits, according to a 
new report. 

The study shows that while 
most businesses state they 
want to address the perceived 
lack of skills among their 
workers, many say they do not 
have the time or allocated 
budget to do so. 

The report, commissioned 
by Lloyds TSB Commercial 
Banking, shows that three 
fifths (60 per cent) of SMEs in 
the region believe there is a 
shortage of skills among their 


workers - this compares with 
six out of 10 (61 per cent) firms 
nationally. 

Over a quarter (26 per cent) 
believe IT know-how is an 
issue: a similar amount (24 per 
cent) feel there are gaps in 
sales and marketing skills; and 
one in six (16 per cent) cite 
management/leadership skills 
as a key area of development. 
Just over one in 10 (13 per 
cent) consider project 
management skills as a cause 
for concern and one in 10 (10 
per cent) mention team 
building skills as an area that 
could improve. 

Gareth Oakley, regional 
director for Lloyds TSB 
Commercial Banking, said: 

"If businesses are to seize 


opportunities for future growth 
and profitability, investment in 
skills needs to be at the top of 
their to do list. 

“While there are some 
businesses that claim they 
have the skills they need for 
the future, most do recognise 
a need to develop skills across 
their workforce and can 
pinpoint the key areas in need 
of improvement. 

"Given the recent economic 
headwinds that south east 
businesses have had to endure, 
it is understandable why 
some have not been able to 
make skills development a 
priority, but if they are to reach 
their future potential growth 
they'd be wise to consider 
doing so now."

SKODA’S biggest bargain of all gets a sister mod¬ 
el soon, but it’s actually smaller. 

Called the Rapid Spaceback, it’s 18cm shorter 
with 20 per cent less boot space than the capa¬ 
cious and aggressively-priced standard Rapid 
(from £12,905), so you do wonder how the new¬ 
comer justifies the name - and we still don’t 
know the price. 

But that’s not really the point; Spaceback is 
more a lifestyle label and appears to be part of a 
bid by Skoda to change its buyer demographics; 
the Czech brand rides high in customer satisfac¬ 
tion and awards charts but cannot yet escape 
the impression that it’s a brand for discerning 
older - not old - people. 

With a sexier label and a racier fastback rear, 
Skoda clearly hopes the Spaceback can deliver a 
more youthful look to its typical buyer profile. 

We can expect the usual Rapid petrol and 
diesel powertrains - the petrols being the pick 
for pricing, liveliness and driver satisfaction - 
but Skoda will also market this version with ex¬ 
tra sparkle. 

The most noticeable change from the standard 
and staid Rapid packaging will be the Space- 
back’s tinted tailgate, which can be married to a 
big panoramic roof to make the car appear as if 
the entire top is glazed. 

Its coupe proportions should also give Skoda a 
chance to create a sporting vRS version of the 
Rapid and enable it to justify its name. 

Meanwhile, the prestigious vRS badge has 
now been applied to the new third-generation 
Octavia range, making the vRS hatchback and 
estate (from £22,990) the fastest Octavias ever 
- the petrol hatchback is capable of 0-62mph in 
6.8 seconds and a top speed of 154mph. 

It’s just part of an aggressive range expansion 
by Skoda, which will end a busy 2013 having 
launched eight new or revised models, also in¬ 
cluding a smart facelift for the marque’s Superb 
flagship saloon and estate. 

The biggest news to come, though, is surely a 
revitalised version of the Yeti, one of the most 
popular cars in Skoda’s UK line-up. 

Recognising that many people who have 
bought the rugged-looking car since launch in 
2009 never go near any challenging terrain, 
Skoda says it will relaunch it with more 
distinct versions: one to suit the urban user and 
the other aimed at outward-bound types or more 
rural users. 

In line with Skoda’s recurring value theme, 
its dealers are also currently offering a huge 2 5 
per cent discount on the Fabia supermini hatch 
and estate. 

The deal applies to the Fabia hatch SE 69PS 
(68bhp) 1.2-litre petrol model, normally 

£12,140 but now slashed to £8,995 - a drop 
of £3,145 - with the equivalent estate now 
down from £13,560 to just £9,995. 

Those who buy through Skoda Finance also 
get free servicing for up to three years/30,000 
miles.

Big-hearted value of new Jeep

JEEPS are never more in control than when 
yomping over difficult terrain, but even the fam¬ 
ous 4x4 brand could not conquer the financial 
morass that was the old Chrysler empire. 

However, its bankrupt parent was rescued by 
a resurgent Fiat, and Jeep’s first real fruit of that 
union is the new Grand Cherokee flagship. 

OK, it’s not strictly new, as this is a heavily- 
revised version of the 2011 car, but the transfor¬ 
mation is dramatic enough for us to think it is. 

The exterior has been streamlined and fin¬ 
ished off nicely with a more dynamic version of 
Jeep’s trademark slotted grille, neat headlamps 
and fashionable LED running lights. 

Powertrains benefit from a slick eight-speed 
automatic gearbox instead of the clunky five- 
speeder that hampered refinement before; closer 
ratios and smoother changes have revolution¬ 
ised the way the big Jeep drives and the new box 
helps the car slash emissions and fuel consump¬ 
tion, levelling the playing field against key rivals. 

The cabin is much improved, too; ‘automo¬ 
biles’ are such a disposable commodity for most 
Americans that they don’t set much store by 
premium finishes, even on premium cars. 

There are still oddities like the heavy-grained 
black-wood finish of the flagship Summit model 
tested here, and the centre console’s expanse of 
‘brushed alloy’ plastic. 

The leather seats are thick and luxurious, 
though, and solid, well-located ‘Happy paddles’ 
behind the wheel ease sporty manual changes, 
while a two-part glass roof lets a spectacular 
amount of light into a big cabin. 

On a practical note, the boot is an impressive 
782 litres and, with rear seats fully flat, load 
space increases to 1,554 litres, comparing well 
with the capacious Ford Mondeo estate - 537 
and 1,728 respectively. 

The car’s off-road credentials are clear from a 
modern version of the 4x4 system that made the

original Jeep a Second World War hero and pre¬ 
dated the Land Rover by several years. Admit¬ 
tedly, I couldn’t go off-road, but the terrain- 
control system can be left in ‘auto’ to tackle 
difficult conditions or switched to four self- 
explanatory settings: sand, mud, snow or rock. 

There is also a manual option for low-ratio 
gears and the air suspension on more expensive 
versions can be raised or lowered at will. 

Effectively, there is one engine: a refined three- 
litre V6 diesel developing 247bhp - enough to 
give this chunky car a respectable 0-62mph of 
8.2 seconds. However, there is also a de-tuned 
version of this powertrain in the £36,995 
Laredo entry model (0-62mph in 10.2 seconds) 
and, at the other extreme, a bonkers 461bhp 
6.5-litre V8 petrol option in the flagship SRT8 
version, which will hit 62mph in five seconds. 

The latter’s official combined fuel consump¬ 


tion of 20.2mpg looks optimistic and it incurs 
the maximum road tax of £1,065 in year one, 
but it gets people talking about the Grand Chero¬ 
kee - as the past couple of paragraphs show. 

Back in the real world of our £49,49 5 Summit 
diesel test car supplied by Kent’s newest Chrysler 
Jeep dealer - Lipscomb at Aylesford, Maidstone 
- combined consumption is a more palatable 
3 7.7mpg and year one tax £475. 

With the air suspension fitted to premium 
Overland (£45,695) and Summit models, the 
Grand Cherokee’s on-road manners have also 
improved; handling is not perhaps as sporty as a 
BMW X5, but ride comfort is impressive. 

The best feature is value; the Grand Cherokee 
range is ‘fully loaded’ with luxuries and safety 
kit in the best American style but aggressively 
priced (from £36,99 5) against obvious rivals the 
VW Touareg, the X5 and Range Rover Sport.

Gemili praised 
by legend Bolt 
for final feat 

ADAM Gemili has drawn praise from sprinting 
superstar Usain Bolt for his incredible progress 
at the World Championships in Moscow. 

The 19-year-old from Dartford took 0.32 
seconds off his personal best to make the final of 
the 200 metres, where he lined up alongside the 
Jamaican legend, who won gold. 

After a strong start, Gemili was pipped to a 
bronze medal in the final few metres, finishing 
fifth in a time of 20.08 seconds. American 
Curtis Mitchell clinched bronze in 20.04 
seconds. 

“I am still in shock [that] he actually made 
the finals,” said Bolt. “I have never seen him 
run a 200m ever. I know him as a 100m 
runner, so the fact that he came out and made a 
final - for me, that’s a plus. 

“In this first final, especially in the 200m, 
that is just outstanding.” 

Gemili said after the race: “What an 
experience this whole championships has been 
for me. There are no words to describe how I’m 
feeling. I knew I would be in the mix if I 
executed my race. I didn’t execute it as well as 
I could have, but I still have a lot of people to 
thank. I’m very lucky and I’m really happy.” 

There was, though, heartache for Gemili and 
the British 4x100m relay team, who thought 
they had claimed bronze in the final of the event 
only to be disqualified for making a baton 
change outside the area allowed. 

However, there was good news for Gemili’s 
Blackheath and Bromley team-mate Dina 
Asher-Smith, who won bronze in the women’s 
4x100m relay. Although they finished fourth, 
the team were later promoted to the bronze- 
medal position after France, who had finished 
second, were disqualified.

Ben Harmison knocked his second century of the season this week 

Harmy on a high after 
putting tough debut 
campaign behind him

IT was a tough start to life at Kent for former 
Durham all-rounder Ben Harmison last year, 
but the big man is revelling in life at Canterbury 
this time around after settling in. 

The 27-year-old was subjected to jeers on 
entering the field on several occasions last term 
after a number of below-par performances. 

Averaging just 20.31 in the County Champi¬ 
onship while batting at number three, he was 
also dropped into the second XI. 

But a winter away from Canterbury has seen 
the all-rounder come back to the county on 
form. This week he hit his second century of the 
summer, now batting at number five. 

Last season’s heckles are water off a duck’s 
back for Harmison, who, by the end of this 
week’s match against Gloucestershire at Canter¬ 
bury, had already hit 5 70 runs this term - that is 
just 80 short of doubling what he scored last 
year. 

“You get that when you play professional 
sport - people probably aren’t happy with some 
of the things I’ve done this year. I’m a big lad -1 
will take it on the chin. I just try and improve 
every time I play,” he said. “It’s working for me 
this year. 

“Last year was a funny season. I had just left 
Durham, where I had been for 10 years, and 
travelled 350 miles to sign for a new club. A cou¬ 
ple of things weren’t really very good for me.” 

The big difference this season has been, on the 
face of it, simple. He got a confidence boost early 
on with big scores, while dropping down the 
order has helped his form. 

“Last year I started the season well, but I didn’t 
get a good score, which I haven’t been used to,” 
he said. “I was playing as an out-and-out batter 
last year and not an all-rounder, which is a bit

new for me. I back my talent. People like you or 
they don’t - hopefully they’re liking me a bit 
more this year. 

“I think it’s good to get a good score early on 
- that helps my confidence.” 

Being up against it when coming to the crease 
has also proved an ideal situation for Harmy: “I 
like to fight for runs and a lot of times I have 
been going in and playing on dodgy pitches 
with the score at 30-2 or 20-3 and I have to had 
battle.” 

He came to the county as an all-rounder, a tag 
he is keen to maintain if he can get a chance to 
build on the short spells he has had with the ball. 

“When I came back at Christmas, my game 
felt good -1 was batting and bowling well. I took 
a lot of confidence from that and where I had 
been bowling again it took a bit of pressure off 
my batting. 

“I’m still an all-rounder. I’m just trying to 
push my game forward as much as I can. As long 
as we win, I’m not fussed what happens.” 

Kent captain James Tredwell was also pleased 
for Harmison after his second ton, on Wednes¬ 
day - his first was also against Gloucestershire, 
at Cheltenham in July. 

“That 100 [at Cheltenham] kicked him on,” 
he said. “He’s been searching for that in the last 
season and a half. Everyone in the dressing room 
is really pleased for him because he puts in all the 
hours under the sun.” 

Last word to Harmison: “I think I’m settled 
here. I love playing for Kent and love the lads - 
I’m just playing my part.”

Allen dismisses underdog 
tag and eyes a settled side

GILLINGHAM boss Martin Allen has steered 
clear of labelling his side as underdogs this sea¬ 
son and feels there is more to come once his 
squad has settled. 

It has been a tough reintroduction to life in 
League One for the Gills, with just a point from 
their first three league encounters. However, 
there are no alarm bells ringing at Priestfield, 
considering that Allen’s men have come up 
against two promotion favourites and been on 
the end of a last-minute defeat. 

Throw in some debatable refereeing decisions 
in the game against Brentford last weekend and 
it would not be unfair to suggest they could have 
easily taken more than one point. 

Having moved on from the 4-0 defeat to 
Wolves, which can be put down as a peak on the 
learning curve this season, Gillingham put in a 
high-tempo display against Allen’s former side 
Brentford only to concede a last-minute equalis¬ 
er and miss out on a decent shout for a penalty. 

Despite coming into the division as one of the 
favourites for the drop, Allen is not keen on the 
underdog tag and feels his side will improve after 
a start that has seen them lose a key player in 
Matt Fish through injury. 

“To call us underdogs is probably not quite 
right,” he said. “I don’t think it’s settled down for 
us yet, with Fish getting injured, the late goal 
and the four goals at Wolves. 

“The performance last week against a team 
that will be in the top three showed all the Gill¬ 
ingham supporters that if we’re on our game we 
are a match for anybody. ” 

Allen insisted that he would continue to avoid 
looking at the league table to remain focused. He 
said: “I can remember going through last season 
saying how many times I don’t look at the league 
table, don’t ever read the newspapers or watch it 
on TV - and nothing is going to change. 

“I just have to focus on what I have got and 
not what everybody else talks about and thinks. 
If I did get distracted by league tables and those 
types of things, I wouldn’t be able to do my job 
properly.” 

Allen called for an improvement before the 
1-1 draw at Priestfield last week, which is exact¬ 
ly what he got after, in his own words, letting 
down the 1,200 or so travelling fans at Wolves, 


where some left at half-time with the Gills 3-0 
down. 

Allen pointed to refereeing decisions by Gavin 
Ward as a big factor in the Brentford draw and 
revealed he did not talk to the media after the 
game in an attempt to cool off. 

He was particularly upset by a refusal to give a 
penalty in the second half when Charlie Lee 
went down in the box under a heavy tackle. 

“We were more than comfortable in looking 
for a win,” he said. “The decisions by the referee 
cost us. It [the Charlie Lee tackle] was the most 
blatant penalty decision you have ever seen in 
the history of football. From start to finish he 
[the referee] was against us. 

“That’s why after the game I didn’t do the 
media -1 just wanted to sit down and be quiet in 


my office. I didn’t want to say anything that I 
would regret. Last week he just got it all wrong.” 

Lee’s situation still remains unclear with Al¬ 
len coy on the player’s future. The midfielder 
was transfer-listed in the summer to make room 
in the wage budget, but a move to Southend 
United failed to materialise leaving Lee unex¬ 
pectedly with the Gills at the start of the season 
having barely played a part in the pre-season 
programme. 

“Charlie Lee has been superb in both games 
[Wolves and Brentford] - he’s been our best 
player,” said Allen. “I think without going into 
too much detail there are other issues to take on 
board that I don’t want to talk about publicly. 
Charlie is our player playing in our team - that’s 
all that matters.”
